oilsands Oil industry 
profits will see a big boost 
this year as some of the 
cost-dampening effects of 
the recession linger, 
according to a forecast by 
the Conference Board of 
Canada. 

However, the business 
think-tank cautioned the 
price of labour and materi¬ 
als is poised to rise in 
future years as the pace of 
development picks up in 
the oilsands. 

“The recession had one 
positive effect — costs in 
the industry have come 
down precipitously,” said 
the report released Thurs¬ 
day. 

Numerous oilsands pro¬ 
ducers began to put their 
multibillion-dollar 
projects on hold in late 
2008, as the recession 
whittled away at demand 
for fossil fuels and made it 
too costly for companies 
to borrow money. Invest¬ 
ment in the sector 
contracted by 26.4 per 
cent last year, causing cap¬ 
ital costs to decline at a 
similar rate, the 
Conference Board said. 

Many of those delayed 
oilsands projects have 
since been put on the 
front burner. Increased 
production from those 
projects, along with 
stronger crude oil prices, 
has led the Conference 
Board to predict oil indus¬ 
try profits of $8.1 billion 
this year. That’s two-thirds 
higher than the $4.9 
billion the industry eked 
out last year, but still half 
of what it raked in at the 
height of the boom in

U.S. Democrats eye Sunday passage of bill 


President Barack Obama 
scuttled an Asian trip in 
favour of last-minute lob¬ 
bying at the White House 
on his top domestic priori¬ 
ty, a sweeping $940-billion 
US health-care reform 
plan that is now headed 
for a climatic Sunday vote. 

Obama played host to a 
procession of Democrats 
still wavering over the 
health-care program, which 
would affect nearly every 
American and remake one- 
sixth of the U.S. economy. 
For the first time, Ameri¬ 
cans would be required to 
have health insurance. 

Democrats were boosted 
by a nonpartisan Congres¬ 
sional Budget Office report 
that said health-care reform 
would trim federal deficits 
by an estimated $138 billion 
over the next decade. 


Deficit reduction 

• The Congressional Budget 
Office said the legislation 
would reduce the federal 
deficit by $138 billion US 
over its first 10 years, and 
continue to drive down the 
red ink thereafter. 

The stakes are huge for 
Obama, who is putting 
much of his credibil¬ 
ity on the line to 
gain passage of 
legislation. One 
Republican has 
said it could 
prove to be the 
president’s Water¬ 
loo if the drive collaps¬ 
es. 

“We will make progress 
by passing this legislation,” 
predicted the Democratic 


leader of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, as Democrats un¬ 
veiled final alterations to a 
bill — 16 tumultuous 

months in the making — 
meant to expand health 
care to 32-million unin¬ 
sured Americans and bar 
the insurance industry from 
denying coverage on the ba¬ 
sis of pre-existing medical 
conditions.

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Disguising bigotry and elitism 


“Let’s face it, in this society many people 
think there is something not quite right 
with those who need help in order to buy 
a home.” 



-here’s an interest¬ 
ing brouhaha go¬ 
ing on in St. Al¬ 
bert. Though St. 
Albert isn’t part of 
our fair city, the fracas is 
worth taking notice of. 

The conflict there is one 
that has played out in Ed¬ 
monton numerous times 
in the past. We should pay 


attention to the goings on 
in St. Albert because it is 
indicative of the manufac¬ 
tured challenges we face 
in tiying to create an envi¬ 
ronmentally and economi¬ 
cally sustainable city. 

Here is the nature of the 
conflict in a nutshell. 
Habitat for Humanity 
wants to build a 58-unit 
townhouse project on a 
former school site. The in¬ 
tent is to build as many 
units as possible to help 
the maximum number of 
families. The mission of 
Habitat for Humanity is to 
create a world in which 
everyone has a safe and de¬ 
cent place to live. 


The nearby residents are 
up in arms. They think 
they have the absolute 
right to decide what hap¬ 
pens in their area. They in¬ 
sist the development will 
cause increased traffic, 
parking problems and a 
drop in their property val¬ 
ues. 

Sound familiar? They 
are the same issues that in¬ 
evitably come up whenev¬ 
er a development of this 


type is proposed. These is¬ 
sues are also complete and 
utter hogwash. 

At their core, these con¬ 
cerns are about wanting to 
keep certain kinds of peo¬ 
ple out of the neighbour¬ 
hood. Traffic and parking 
concerns are convenient 
ways of disguising bigotry 
and elitism. 

Let’s face it, in this socie¬ 
ty many people think 
there is something not 


quite right with those who 
need help in order to buy a 
home. For them, not being 
able to afford a $400,000 
home is God’s way of pun¬ 
ishing those who haven’t 
been adroit and adept 
enough to benefit from 
the free market system 
and his divine plan for 
their neighbourhoods 
should not be interfered 
with. 

Habitat for Humanity is 
about home ownership, 
not about creating instant 
slums people by beer-swill¬ 
ing, TV-watching 

layabouts. To qualify for a 
Habitat for Humanity 
house you must be em¬ 


ployed. You must work 
500 hours at the site in¬ 
stead of providing a down 
payment. And you must 
agree to keep the home 
and yard in good condition 
and follow all the other 
policies of Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity. 

Because the purchase of 
a house has been facilitat¬ 
ed for them does not mean 
those who live in Habitat 
for Humanity Houses will 
show any less pride of 
ownership than their 
more affluent neighbours.

Geri and Peter Crawshaw 
thought they had picked 
out a great retirement 
home in Orillia, Ont., for 
Peter’s aging mom Betty 

— until a fire broke out 
last year and she suffered 
major smoke inhalation. 
Four other residents died. 

What they learned too 
late was, the home wasn’t 
equipped with sprinklers 

— a device firefighters say 
is key to controlling not 
just flames, but smoke. 
Smoke is what kills most 
people in a fire. 

“I never gave it a 


thought. I never looked 
up,” said Geri Crawshaw. 
And who would? 

But in a national survey 
of older nursing homes 
and retirement homes, 
CBC Marketplace discov¬ 
ered a patchwork of regu¬ 
lations when it comes to 
sprinklers in older homes, 
leaving tens of thousands 
of seniors with no protec¬ 
tion. 

In Ontario, three deadly 
fires have led to three 
coroner’s inquests, all call¬ 
ing for sprinklers to be in¬ 
stalled retroactively in 
long-term care homes. 
Three times, those calls 
have been ignored by the 
Ontario government. New¬ 
ly built homes must have 
sprinklers, but not older 
ones. 

But sprinklers are just 
one thing to look for if 
you’re considering putting 


a loved one in a long-term 
care home. We’ve put to¬ 
gether some tips to help 
you navigate the waters. 

Visit in person. Be sure 
to visit the home and talk 
to people who live there, 
or who have family in the 
home. Do more than one 
tour and show up unan¬ 
nounced. Ask to see differ¬ 
ent floors in a home, in¬ 
cluding any locked areas. 
And visit at different 
times of day, including 
during meals, and at 
night. 

Check compliance re¬ 
ports. Your province may 
have reports online for 
long-term care homes that 
will tell you about poten¬ 
tial problems. 

Ask about staffing lev¬ 
els. What’s the staff-to- 
resident ratio? Does it 
change at night? Ask to 
see what the fire evacua¬ 


tion plan is overnight. 

Talk to people. If the 
home has a family coun¬ 
cil, talk to the people who 
sit on the board. 

Look up. If the home 
doesn’t have sprinklers, 
ask why not and whether 
they might be installed 
soon. Ontario fire chiefs 
— and their counterparts 
in other provinces — have 
been calling for older 
homes to be retroactively 
fitted for sprinklers for 
years. Ask your elected 
politicians why that hasn’t 
happened.

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-here is a small, flat is¬ 
land 12 kilometres 
off the coast of Cape 
Town with an incred¬ 
ible soccer history. 

Here the prisoners of 
South Africa’s apartheid 
regime, including Nelson 
Mandela, broke rocks in a 
quarry as punishment for 
opposing racial segregation. 

At Robben Island, the 
country’s white minority 
went about the business of 
degrading leaders of the 
African National Congress, 
who they considered to be 
terrorists. 

“They attempted to dehu¬ 
manize us from the start,” 
Dr. Sedick Isaacs said as he 
walked slowly across the 
overgrown playing fields 
still baking in the hot sun 
and surrounded by razor 
wire. 

“Once we got over here 
the guards began to assault 
us and told us we would 
never see home again.” 

Isaacs served time at 
Robben Island from 1964 to 
1977. He and other prison¬ 
ers subsisted on meagre ra¬ 
tions of porridge. They were 
regularly beaten and verbal¬ 
ly abused by the guards. 

But in the paltry libraiy, 
they found a FIFA rule book 
and devised a plan to play 
soccer in an organized fash¬ 
ion; partly as resistance, but 
mostly to endure. 

The result was the 


Malcana Football Associa¬ 
tion, which required every 
prisoner to take part as ei¬ 
ther a player or an official. 
The International Red Cross 
was an ally in pressuring 
Robben Island wardens to 
allow the men time for ex¬ 
ercise. 

The prisoners responded 
by grading their own fields 
and forming a three-divi¬ 
sion league, replicating the 
structure of international 
soccer at the highest level. 

“Soccer was our survival,” 
said Isaacs. 

“It was a moment of joy 
we anticipated. Once the 
games were over we would 
relive them for the next few 
days, and by that time we 
could look forward to play¬ 
ing again the following Sat¬ 
urday.” 

Sedick Isaacs still gets 
flashbacks when he returns 
to Robben Island. He lost 
much of his spirit here, 
along with his youth. But 
he has strong feelings about 
soccer and the common 
ground he cultivated with 
his fellow detainees. 

Today, Robben Island is a 
UNESCO World Heritage 
Site. Tens of thousands are 
expected to visit during this 
summer’s FIFA World Cup. 

While the most high-pro¬ 
file soccer ever played on 
African soil will unfold at 
stadiums like Green Point 
in Cape Town, perhaps the 
most significant games 
took place on this barren is¬ 
land just offshore.

The Bounty Hunter begins 
with Jennifer Aniston 
breaking free from the 
trunk of Gerard Butler's car. 
And once moviegoers see 
this film, the actress may 
consider crawling back in. 

In this largely unfunny 
hybrid of a romantic-come- 
dy/action flick, Butler plays 
Milo, an ex-cop turned 
bounty hunter who gets the 
call to track down his jour¬ 
nalist ex-wife (Aniston) 
when she ditches out on a 
court appearance. 

Thinking it will be easy 
money (he knows where 
she lives after all), Milo

Yes, it’s as cooked up as a 
date movie can get but it 
wouldn’t suffer as much 
had the script at least deliv¬ 
ered a few zingers. It 


doesn’t. 

Then again. Director 
Andy Tennant (Fool’s Gold) 
isn’t exactly known for a 
subtle touch. 

Even so, trying to force a 
marriage of car chases and 
romantic-comedy may be 
the most questionable de¬ 
vice. 

After all, here it only en¬ 
sures to divorce the audi¬ 


ence from investing in 
whatever mysterious affec¬ 
tion these characters might 
feel for each other.

(the studio) ultimately 
wanted a big fantasy ad¬ 


venture and so the ele¬ 
ments were there but it 
took some hardline deci¬ 
sions.” 

Next, find a partner. 

“(Chris and I) write to¬ 
gether and we direct to¬ 
gether and we just act as 
each other’s toughest crit¬ 
ics,” explained DeBlois. “I 
trust his sensibility and he 
trusts mine ... it’s like two 
soul musicians who write 
better music together than 
they do separately.” 

The film also featured 
more than 300 crew mem-

bers working over a brief 
14-month schedule. “You 
have like fifty scenes out 
there at once that are in var¬ 
ious stages of being pro¬ 
duced so it’s a marathon,” 
added Sanders. 

“You’ve got to keep your 
energy up so that’s another 
reason to partner with 
somebody — there’s just so 
much to do.” 

Finally, hire a great cast 
that includes Baruchel and 
Gerard Butler. 

“They really worked their 
characters; they really want 
to get inside the heads of 
them,” said DeBlois of a 
voice cast that also included 
talk-show host Craig Fergu¬ 
son. 

“It’s a very draining thing 
strangely to stand in front 
of a microphone and do 
these lines over and over 
again and try to picture a 
scene that isn’t really hap¬ 
pening around you,” added 
Sanders.

Stiller just happy to work with director in Greenberg

Ben Stiller had little 
trouble relating to his char¬ 
acter in Greenberg — Noah 
Baumbach’s new film 
about a misanthropic 
failed musician adrift in Los 
Angeles after a nervous 
breakdown — but he 
insists that’s just because 
of a monumental birthday. 

“I think a lot of people 
could identify with what 
he’s going through,” Stiller 
explains, tying Greenberg’s 
neuroses to turning 40. 
“For me it was a big birth¬ 
day — it’s already a while 
ago. It’s a point in your life 
when you go, ‘Wow, I guess 
I don’t have more ahead of 
me than I have behind 
me.’” 

Heavy stuff for a film 
that’s ostensibly a comedy, 
but it’s the warped world¬ 


view of the character that 
interested Stiller. 

“It’s a classic midlife situ¬ 
ation, but it can be very 
hard for somebody who 
hasn’t gotten to a place 
where they wanted to be,” 
he says. “I think you’d be a 
little callous or have a _ 
pretty big sense of 
yourself to think 
that anybody’s A 
immune from 
that.” 

Midlife crisis 
talk aside. Stiller 
was mostly just 
happy to get 
chance with writer-di¬ 
rector Baumbach. 

“I’m a very big fan of his,” 
he says. “I would’ve done 
probably any role he sent 
me. Movies like that don’t 
come around that often.” 

Certainly 44-year-old 
Stiller, with a thriving ca¬ 
reer as an actor, a writer 
and a director, doesn’t have

to worry about relating to 
his character’s lack of suc¬ 
cess. Everyone has goals. 
Stiller says, but it’s impor¬ 
tant to not bog yourself 
down with them. 

“I don’t think you can do 
that to yourself and be a 
happy person. I think 
you just have to 
have a sense of 
k where you’re 
at,” he says. “To 
me, the biggest 
thing that I’m 
trying to get to 
is just to be OK in 
the moment, just 
be OK where I am 
right now. Because that’s 
the only place that I’ve ever 
found true happiness. Any¬ 
thing that’s result-oriented 
never ends up being that 
fulfilling because it’s not in 
the moment. That’s the les¬ 
son that I keep on getting 
taught and trying to learn.” 

Another way Stiller’s 


been finding happiness 
lately is through his charity 
work, recently becoming 
one of the most vocal sup¬ 
porters of relief in Haiti. 

But with the earthquake 
that devastated the country 
fading from public memo¬ 
ry, Stiller says he and his or¬ 
ganization are working 
even harder to keep aware¬ 
ness up. “It is hard because 
it’s a long-term rebuilding 
process, and there’s never 
been anything like this. And 
I think people, you know, 
through just natural human 
inclination, have to detach 
at a certain point,” he says. 
“Our job is just to keep the 
attention there. And I think 
that will be in increments, 
like in six months saying, 
‘Hey, we’re building this 
bunch of schools here,’ or in 
a year we’re going to do this 
fundraiser, because it is hard 
to keep people’s attention 
on it.”

Satisfying thrill ride 


The Ghost Writer

It’s difficult to watch 
Roman Polanski’s grippy 
and enjoyable new 
thriller, The Ghost Writer, 
without being reminded 
of current events 
involving both the direc¬ 
tor and former British 
Prime Minister Tony Blair, 
on whom the film’s Adam 
Lang (Pierce Brosnan) is 
obviously — if not explic¬ 
itly — based. 

It doesn’t help matters 
that both Polanski and 
Blair have faced very high- 
profile legal challenges 
leading up to the film’s re¬ 
lease. 

But even without the re¬ 
al-world signifiers, the film 
is a satisfying, stylish ride, 
showing once again that, 
legal and personal issues 
notwithstanding, Polanski 
is still a great filmmaker. 

Of course, much of that

is to do with author Robert 
Harris, who adapted the 
screenplay from his own 
novel, and stars Brosnan 
and Olivia Williams, turn¬ 
ing in career-high perform¬ 
ance as the embattled for¬ 
mer PM and his wife under 
siege at a publisher’s vaca¬ 
tion home in New England 
while protesters chant out¬ 
side the gates and charges 
from the International 
Criminal Court loom. 

Into this mix is thrown 
Ewan McGregor as an un¬ 
named ghost writer 
brought in to spruce up 


Lang’s memoirs after the 
previous ghost writer’s ap¬ 
parent suicide. McGregor’s 
character is in over his 
head from the get-go, pro¬ 
viding the Scottish actor’s 
brow plenty of exercise. 

The only real drawbacks 
to the film are the often 
garish digital effects — 


used by necessity since 
Polanski couldn’t actually 
go on location to the U.S. 
or England.

mick jagger later admitted

The Stones were still 
just a bunch of middle 
class kids from England, 
performing covers of the 
R&B greats. They were no 
match for the Godfather 
of Soul. At the time, no¬ 
body was. He was the real 
thing. The Stones got 
owned. 

Brown’s performance at 
the Teenage Awards Music 
International (TAMI) con¬ 
cert at the Santa Monica 
Civic Auditorium that day 
was one of the greatest of 
his life. Those amazing 
dance moves would late 
inspire Michael Jackson, 
Prince and, yes, even Jag¬ 
ger.

Cameron Bright. If 
the name doesn’t imme¬ 
diately jump out at you, the 
face just might. Bright, now 
17, is the former child star 
of such thrillers as the 2004 
sci-fi shocker Godsend, the 
eerie Nicole Kidman melo¬ 
drama Birth and the over 
the top 2006 film Running 
Scared. In New Moon, he 
plays Alec, a powerful vam¬ 
pire who — like his intimi¬

Metro Recipe of the Day 



Roast Vegetable 
and Bean Stew 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 small acorn squash 

1 lb new potatoes, 
scrubbed and cut into 1 
1/2-in. chunks 

2 carrots, cut into 11/2-in. 
chunks 

2 parsnips, cut into 11/2- 
in. chunks 

2 large zucchini, cut into 1 
1/2-in. chunks 
2 tsp olive oil 

1 garlic clove, finely 
chopped 

4 large sprigs of fresh rose¬ 
mary, plus extra to 
garnish 

2 cans (540 ml) pinto 
beans, drained and rinsed 
1 cup apple cider 

1 cup hot vegetable broth 
Salt and pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400°F 
(200°C). Halve squash and 
remove seeds, then peel 
skin and cut flesh into 1 
1/2-in. chunks. 

2. Put squash in bowl and 
add potatoes, carrots, 


parsnips and zucchini. 
Drizzle olive oil over veg¬ 
etables and toss to coat. 
Stir in garlic, and season 
lightly with salt and pep¬ 
per. 

3. Lay rosemary sprigs on 
bottom of large roasting 
pan and spread vegetables 
on top in single layer. 
Roast until lightly 
browned, about 30 
minutes, turning once. 

4. Remove from oven and 
stir in pinto beans, cider 
and broth. Cover pan 
tightly with foil, then re¬ 
turn to oven and cook un¬ 
til vegetables are tender, 
20 to 25 minutes. Before 
serving, remove rosemary 
stalks and garnish with 
fresh rosemary sprigs.
